ing he was in Los Angeles the night 
of the William Desmond Taylor mur- 
der, and that he knows and would dis- 
close the identity of Taylor's' slayer, 
Harry N. Fields, "confessed 
doper" 


and convicted forger today made a 
statement in which he told Chief of 
Police Edward Fox, his detailed Ele- 
ments the week of the crime. 


Fields was arrested for the Detroit 


police in Buffalo, N. Y., February 6 
and returned here for trial on a forg- 
ery charge. He was convicted before 
Judge Marsh, February 11, and re- 
manded to the county jail for sentence. 


Last night he told Emery Brooks, 


turnkey, he knew who killed Taylor. 
Impressed by the fact Fields was a 
drug addict and a confessed member 
of a dope ring, the turnkey notified 
Sheriff Coffin, who wired to Los Ange- 
les. 


California authorities wired back a 


list of test questions which they said 
would prove or disprove Field's claims. 
To these questions Fields today re- 
plied in a statement to Chief Fox. 
No answer has been received since 
they were telegraphed to Los Ange- 
les. 


Substantiation of Fields' claim he 


knew the slayer of William Desmond 
Taylor was seen in Fields' criminal 
record, xinearthed by the Detroit po- 
lice. It indicates Fields is known to 
police in California and that he has 
been identified with drug peddlers lor 
at least two years. 


Fields' first recorded conviction was 


in Kings-co, Washington, September 
30, 1915, when he was sentenced to 
six months to 20 years in Walla Walla 
penitentiary. On April 22, 1919 he 
was sentenced to si\ months for vag- 
rancy in Santa Monica, Calif. The fol- 
lowing year he was arrested here in 
possession of 100 grains of morphine 
and turned over to the department of 
justice, the record shows. 


Subsequent to his arrest on the dnig 


charge here ,he was sentenced to 20 
years but was later pardoned. 


Chief Fox declared the information 


furnished by Fields would undoubted- 
ly bo of value to the coast authorities 
if it proved true. He expressed doubt 
of Fields' story, however, basing his 
hesitation on the fact that Fields is 
apparently suffering from long con- 
tinued use of drugs. 


This fact, however, is taken by other 


officials to confirm the man's tale.

STATEMENT issued from the White House, based on the 
report of Comptroller of the Currency Crissinger, declares 


that the condition of banks shows "the most satisfactory^turn 
in the financial affairs of the country that lias been registered 
by a bank statement since the conclusion of 1919." 


The process of liquidation, continues the statement, "has 


been proceeding at such an excellent rate that it may fairly be 
said that we are well on the road to getting the 'frozen credits' 
thawed out. In this regard, indeed, it is by far the most satis- 
factory showing that has been made since the phrase 'frozen 
credits' was invented." 
What, then, with frozen credits thawed out and resources 


of the national banks alone showing an increase of $406,000,000 
over September of last year, is the matter with business? 
Liquidation has taken place. The money is available. The peo- 
ple are here to work and to buy. There is onfy one essential 
difference between business resources of today and the business 
resources of boom times. This is the difference of foreign mar- 
kets. Europe is impoverished and the currency of the several 
nations, as a result, is in various degrees of demoralization. The 
story is now a hackneyed one. As the need of the United States; 
is foreign markets the need of Europe is credits. The excess of j 
the one is the need of the other. Only the machinery is lacking, 
whereby these wants may be made to cancel one another.

Yet the White House, which issues the statement about the 


improved resources of our banks and the thawing out of frozen j 
credits, hesitates and maintains a cold, discouraging attitude 
toward participation in an economic conference which would be' 
directly aimed at the canceling of the crucial needs both of Eu- J 
rope and America. Timidity, taboo, prevails over courage and 
wisdom. "Frozen politics" have succeeded "frozen credits." 


The administration was driven by public demand into an1 


arms limitation conference. Must it now be shoved into liberal 
economic relations with Europe? Cannot America make as ef-, 
fective a demand for her starving unemployed as she made for, 
the world's future peace ?
